Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant's attorney proposed to amend claim 1 to include the 
limitations of claim 2 and 3 and to set forth the upper flange as extending outwardly beyond the outward extension of 
the neck fmsh and inwardly of the sidewall. While this limitation of being inwardly of the sidewall might overcome the 
102 rejection of Greenwood et al, it appears that Martineau et al or Yokobaushi suggest such an upper flange ~ 
dimension. In view of the prior art showing, applicant's attorney proposed adding the limitations of claim 4 claiming the 
stepped construction and claim 5 directed to the projection on the stepped construction. This combination does not 
appear to be shown in the art of record and will be further considered when presented. Applicant's attorney stated that 
the preform claims would be canceled and filed as a continuation and the examiner agreed that the objection to the 
drawings regarding the feet 34 should be withdrawn. Applicant's attorney will clarify the term "button-like" in his 
response in response to the 1 12 first paragraph rejection of claim 6 . 
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
